HIT HUGHES BOOM 


New York Republicans Delay 
Action on Indorsement 
for Another Month 
at Least. 


RIOT NEAR IN MEETING. 


Hard Names and Challenges Fill 
Hall; Even President Comes 
In for Share of the 
Scoring. 


New York, Jan. 16.—[{Special.]—In an up- 
roarious meeting, full of yelling, cheering, 
and disorder, the republican county com- 
mittee tonight, by a vote of 802 to 222, again 
put off action on the resolution indorsing 
Gov. Hughes for the presidency. Herbert 
Parsons, chairman of the county committee 
and head of what is called the federal crowd 
of office holders, succeeded in delaying action 


on the indo t, but his faction was par- 
tially Pies e that their carefully laid 
plan to choke all debate by moving to adjourn 
was knocked into a cocked hat. 

Bitter words were spoken by the members 
of both factions. President Roosevelt wus 
described as a man with à hot head and cold 
feet.“ Gov. Hughes was called an icicle, 
while the Parsons men were accused of hav- 
ing to run to Waahington to find out how to 
vote. 

Before the eal roll call and speaking, there 
had been a Hneup, some sharp parliamentary 
practice, repartee, cheers, shouts, hisses, 
and a fist fight. The fight was of short dura- 
tion and not much damage was done. The 
hall was so crowded that only those immedi- 
ately surrounding the combatants knew who 
they were, and it took the chairman ten min- 
utes to get order. 


Tired Out; Give In to Parsons. 

Chairman Parsons’ victory in having the 
final gettlement of the issue deferred for 
another month was due mainly to the fact 
that the members of the committee finally 
became tired out and consented to the 
month's adjournment because they feared 
to go through the ordeal of facing a second 
roll cali, a process that takes nearly an hour 
and a half. 

Only one vote was taken during the even- 
ing, and that vote showed Mr. Parsons has 
not jsuch absolute control of the committee 
as bis supporters had claimed for him. He 
ang his friendg; Have asserted that Parsons 
could at any time, and on any question, ob- 
tait a majority of anywhere from 150 to 200 
members of the committee. But in the 
vote taken tonight Mr. Parsons got only a 
majority of eighty, and the prediction was 
made freely at the close of the meeting that 
even this comparatively small majority 


would be cut to practically nothing if, at | —

the next meeting of the committee, Mr. Par- 
sons persisted in endeavoring to oppose the 
indorsement of Gov. Hughes by the local 
organization, 

One of the features of the roll call was that 
it showed that in more than half the assembly 
districte in this city the members of the 
district organization were divided on the 
question which was raised tonight. In sixteen 
of the assembly districts there were mem- 
bers of the local committees who refused 
to follow the lead of the executive heads of 
their district, in some cases the districts 
being almost evenly divided in votes given 
for and against Hughes. 


Contest Begins at Once. 

The contest in thé meeting began with a 
jump almost before things were under way 
tonight, ‘Immediately after the min- 
utes of the last meeting had been 
read William Halpin rose and made 
a point of order that, as the mem- 
bers of last month’s meeting adopted a reso- 
lution providing that Mr: Mack’s motion for 
the indorsement of Gov. Hughes should be 
made a special order for this month’s meet- 
ing, the committee on parliamentary law 
must proceed to consider that special order 
before transacting further business. 

Chairman Parsons overruled the point of 
order, whereupon the Hughes men, accord- 
ing to a plan which had been mapped out by 
them prior to the meeting, madé a motion 
appealing from the decision of the chair for 
the purpose, in this way, of bringing the 
issue before the meeting. 

Congressman Bennet immediately followed 
by making a motion to lay the appeal from 
the decision of the chair on the table, and 
on that motion he asked for a roll call. 


Hughes Boomers Seek Debate. 

This was not agreeable to the Hughes 
boomers, who anticipated they would find ag 
opportunity for debate on the motion made 
by Mr. Halpin. Mr. Parsons ruled the mo- 
tion not debatable and then for an hour the 
secretary of the meeting was occupied in call- 
ing the roll. Out of a total membership of 682 
524 voted. The motion to lay the appeal from 
the decision of the chair on the table was 
carried by a vote of 302 to 222. 

When the result of the vote was announced 
Mr. Prentice moved the adjournment of the 
meeting for a month, Senator Page, who is 
the chief Hughes boomer, wanted to amend 
that motion so that the adjournment should 
be taken for only one week instead of a 
month, but his motion was overruled by the 
chair, and, as he wanted to debate the ques- 
tion and the Hughes supporters wanted him 
to, there was almost a riot in the hall before 
he would submit tothe chairman’s decision. 

„The reason I have moved. said Mr. Page, 
“that we adjourn for one week instead of 
for one month is that at the last meeting of 
this committee there was a resolution pre- 
sented calling upon you to express what you 
knew to be the sentiment of this city, and 
that is that the name of Charles E. Hughes 
should be presented as the candidate of this 
state to the next republican convention. 

“Why are you afraid to meet that issue? 
Why do you hide behind the subterfuges of 
adjournments? Why don’t you come out like 
men and face this issue? The reason why 
you don’t come out is that a great many of 
you, if you afe made to come out into the open 
tonight and vote against this Hughes resolu- 
tion, would not dare to face your constit- 
uency. If you have a man better than Mr. 
Hughes put him up in a resolution of your 
own and let us fight out this issue tonight.” 

One Shouts for Taft. 

Mr. Page was interrupted for fully five 
minutes when one of the members shouted: 
Taft is our man! And the cheersthat fol- 
lowed the shout, and the counter cheers of 
the Hughes men, turned, the meeting of the 
committee into a bedlam. No other names 
than those of Taft and Hughes were men- 
tioned, and it was apparent that on the vote

LITTLE JAM AND JOSTLING. 


Louis F. Post and Dr. F. Emory Lyon 
Deliver Addresses to Each Other. 


An enthusiastic meeting of the Crimino- 
logical society of Chicago was held last 
evening in the assembly room of the John 
Marshall school. The enthusiasts lined up 
as follows: 

Chairman—Dr. J. Sanderson Christison. 

Speakers—Louls F. Post and Dr. F. Emory Lyon. 

Audience—One large law student (name un- 
known). 

Mr. Post and Dr. Lyon acted in turn as 
assistant aydience, thus doubling the at- 
tendance. The presence of three newspaper 
reporters also helped in making the assem- 
blage look like a massmeeting. 


N6 Annoyance by Late Comers. 

The hour of the meeting was. put off until 
9 o’clock in order that all might be seated 
and the speakers not disturbed by an inrush 
of late comers, which often is so annoying 
at large gatherings. 

In an adjoining room a class in law was in 
session, the members of which had been in- 
vited to attend at the conclusion of their 
studies, and it was feared there might be 
confusion if they should stampede into the 
meeting in a body. This danger was averted 
when the students courteously stood around 
the entrance for a few minutes, then silently 
faded away. All except one. He pushed in 
past the portal and to him fell the honor of 
being the audience of the evening. 

In calling the meeting to order (there 
really wasn’t any disorder) the chairman ex- 
plained that the audience might have been: 
even farger had he not forgotten to mail the 
notices until 4 o’clock yesterday morning. 
That's right; not 4 o’clock in the afternoon 
but 4 o' clock in the morning. One of the as- 
sistant audiences ventured to express sur- 
prise and admiration of the doctor for prose- 
cutng his labors at that unusual hour, but of 
course a criminologist has to be always on 
the jump. 


Post Heard Throughout Hall. 

Then Mr. Post read his paper in a voice dis- 
tinctly audible to all in the hall. He spoke on 
“Institutional Causes of Crime,“ pointing 
out that the fundamental underlying cause 
of crime is poverty, and the cause of poverty 
is sundry “institutions and monopolies @hich 
take from certain classes their inherent 
rights in the planet.” 

The address was applauded loudly by the 
audience, which, it will be remembered, had 
been made plural by the temporary codpera- 
tion of Dr. Lyon. Only temporary. Having 
performed his duties as half the audience, 


Dr. Lyon took his turn as speaker. He joined - 


In his opinion patho- 
logical causes had much to do with crime, 
though he conceded that poverty might have 
some influence in the matter. 

The chairman, accepting the invitation of 
the chairman to comment on the addresees, 
took the position that the background cause 
of crime is psychological. He advocated a 
bread and milk diet as a preventive for crime.

HERE LIES SGEEPING BEAUTY 


Leaves Cash for Two Annual Festivals

„ There shall be inscribed upon my tomb 
in German and in large golden letters this 
epitaph: Here lies the Sleeping Beauty. 

This was one of the odd provisions in the 
will of Mrs. Alwin Schaeffer, which was filed 
for probate yesterday. She was 46 years old 
and died two weeks ago, She was the di- 
vorced wife of Henry Schaeffer, a well known 
Chicago hotel man. 

Mrs. Schaeffer disposes of $30, 000 and prac- 
tically all of it, except small annuities to 
brothers and nephews living in Magdeburg, 


Germany, is to be devoted to the purpose of 


giving festivals for the German Protestant, 
Bohemian and German-American orphan 
children in this city. 

The will provides that a “ weeping willow 
tree and a tombstone, the two not to exceed 
$500 in cost, be placed above her grave. 

It is also requested that Mrs. Schaeffer's 
poodle dog. Lottie, be given to one of the 
richest families in the city,” and that $2 a 
week be set aside for the dog’s maintenance, 


Held Memory of Fairy Tale. 

The story of the woman's remarkable taste 
as to tombstone epitaphs dates back to her 
childhood in Germany. In that country 
originated the world wide fairy tale of the 
sleeping beauty.“ who was rescued by the 
gallant knight from her castle after he he- 
roically had made his way through the 
growth ofthorns.

The jury conducted its deliberations in a 
room in the north wing of the building op- 
posite the wing where the courtroom is lo- 
cated. Two bailiffa guarded the door while 
another kept all persons out of the corridor. 

The twelve men kept to the room for about 
three hours, and then came intimations that 
the members of the body would appreciate 
something in the shape of food. It was 6:15 
o'clock, Judge Anderson was nowhere to be 
found, and the bailiffs did not know exactly 
what to do. First, it was decided to send an 
ample meal into the juryroom from some 
neightpring caterer, but this didn't satisfy 
the jurors. They wanted to go out and have 
a real meal.

Lawyer Hamill in Court. 

The women members of Mr. Waish's fam- 
fly, who have attended the sessions during 
the last two days, were not present. His two 
sons, John W. Walsh and Richard Walsh, 
and his son-in-law, Orville Babcock, were 
seated just behind him. John S. Cooper, Mr. 
Walsh's brother-in-law, also was in court. 
At the head of the lawyers’ table sat John 
8. Miller, chief counsel for Walsh. Attorney 
6. R. Hamill, principal in the sensational 
shooting affair in the corridor on Tuesday, 
attired in a long black coat and looking pale 
and nervous, sat next to Mr. Miller. 

At the government table sat Fletcher 
Dobyns, R. W. Childs, and Francis Hanch- 
ott, the assistant district attorneys who 
have prosecuted Walsh. They leaned back 
and Breathed easy for the first time. The 
biggest job of their lives was over. Bank 
Examiner Moxey—called the demon heart- 
ed lago by the defense—sat at a corner of 
the table. He was watching the results of 
two years of hard work. 

Just before the judge began to speak Dis- 
trict Attorney Sims entered the courtroom 
and took a seat at the government table. 


. Walsh Keeps Eyes on Judge. 
The bailiffs guarding the silent, solemn, 
hard headed jury of farmers rapped fo: 
order to quiet the buzzing in the throng. 
Judge Anderson came out of his chambers, 
stopping for a moment to speak to his wife, 
who was sitting with several other women 
back of the bench. The judge took his seat, 
unrolled a bundle of papers, looked sternly at 
the jury and began his long instructions. He 
read‘ on and on for nearly an hour, his voice 
rising clear and distinct. Asthe judge began 
to read Mr. Walsh awoke from his indifferent 
attitude and leaned forward over the table. 
Mr. Miller took notes. He was preparing 
exceptions with which the record of the case 
ts loaded. The other lawyers caught every 
sentence and weighed carefully its bearing. 
The jurors listened with mentalities sharp- 
ened by the razorlike discussions thet they 
have heard during the last two months. As 
the judge read from his manuscript several 
points in his charge stood out plainly. One 
was that the jury could only judge the evi- 
dence in the case. The court was the sole 
judge of the law. The jury could find Mr. 
alsh guilty on any of the counts, and the 
punishment was to be left to the discretion 
of the court. The lowest punishment that 
can be meted out to the defendant on a ver- 
diet of guilty is five years in the penitentiary, 


Gist of Judge’s Charge. 


The judge eaid in hie charge, in part: 
“This defendant is charged with violation 
of section 5200 of the revised statutes of the 
United States. The indictment charges that

» bank wilifully and knowingly the defendant 
misapplied the funds of the nk without 
” the knowledge of its board of directors by 
 Giscounting fictitious notes, by loaning money 
on bonds which he knew were worth less 
than the proceeds of the notes, and by apply- 
‘Ang the money of the bank in the purchase of 
securities from himself which were worth- 
jess as bank assets. 
The willful misapplication of money from 
@ bank is a misapplication made by the of- 
ficer either for his own uss or for the use 
bf some other person or corporation other 
than the banking association with intent to 
injure and defraud the bank. Wintully 
means with a bad purpose—without justifi- 
able excuse. 
In order to constitute willful 
tion by the defendant it is nod necessary 
that he should have been previously in the 
-. fctual possession of such moneys. It is not 
necessary to the of thie offense 
that the officer of the bank shouid derive any 
personal benefit from the transaction.

applied to them; by purchasing bonds that 
he knew were wholly worthless, and by pay- 
ing money to the corporations named/when 
no such money Was due them, then the de- 
fendant is guilty under the statute on such 
counts as have been established by proofs. 


Controller’s Act Immaterial. 

“The fact that the controller of the cur- 
rency required the Chicago National bank 
to stop receiving deposits is not to be re- 
garded by you as any evidence in support of 
the charges in the indictment,’’ continued 
the court. 

“The evidence tending to show the good 
character of the defendant should be given 
such weight as you believe it is entitled to 
in view of the other circumstances. 

It the government has failed to prove 
any of the material allegations in any of 
the counts, it is your duty to find not guilty 
as to such counts. If you are satisfied be- 
yond a reasonable doubt that the defendant 
is guilty of misapplication of moneys as 
charged in any count, it ls your duty to find 
him guilty on such count or counts. 

The law does not forbid the president 
of a national’ bank to discount bonds of a 
corporation in which the president is inter- 


ested. But if he does this and places him- 


self where the temptation to favor himself 
is strong, such fact should be taken into 
consideration. | — 

The loans made by a president may turn 
out unsafe, and there is no criminal lia bil- 
ty. But if such loans were made in bad 
faith the officer passes the line dividing hon- 
esty and dishonesty and his action is crimi- 
nal if done with intent to injure the bank 
and it so results. , 


“No Sanctifies Fraud.“ 
The form of a loan or the giving of credit 
on the books of a bank may be adopted to 
donceal a fraudulent transaction. If the de- 
fendant resorted to such forms and the 
money was converted to another person, he 
is guilty of a criminal act. The law looks 
through all forms, devices, and contrivances 
to the intent. and the result. No form ef 
paper ahd no system of bookkeeping, how- 
ever cunningly devised, can sanctify fraud 
or give it validity. 
* 


“If, therefore, false credits were given 
the books of the bank to the defendant 
— of the corporations named in the indict-

sideration the relation of the defendant to 


the bank and his interest in the various cor- 
porations for whose use the funds of the bank 
are alleged to have been applied. 


Exact Amount Unimportant. 


It is not necessary to prove that the bank 
lost the precise sum charged to have been 
lost. If any part of this sum is proven to 
have been willfully misapplied, that will be 
sufficient to support the count, if all the other 
material facts are proven. 

“If the defendant drew money for these 
corporations named when they had no money 
coming to them, and he belleved the corpora- 
tions would be able to repay, he is not guilty 
of intent to defraud the bank. But if he 
had no reason to believe that the corporation 
could repay such money when asked to, then 
the defendant had no lawful right to allow 
such overdrafts to be paid. 

The acts constituting criminal misappli- 
cation must be done with intent to injure or 
defraud the bank. The statute does not 
mean that it must be made to appear that 
the defendant had malice or ill will toward 
the“ bank. These terms mean that general 
intent to injure which always arises when 
one intentionally does that which is illegal, 
and which in its necessary and natural con- 
sequences must injure another. The intent 


may be shown or presumed from the doing 


of the wrongful acts which in their neces- 
sary results produce loss or injury to the 
bank. 


Innocent Intent No Excuse. 


“The law presumes that every man in- 
tends the natural consequences of his acts: 
Wrongful acts, knowingly committed, can 
neither be justified nor exouged on the ground 
of innocent intent. The color of the act de- 
termines the complexion of the intent. 

“Tf therefore the moneys, funds, or 
credits of the Chicago National bank are 
shown to have been willfully misappMed by 
the defendant and converted to the use of 
himself or some corporation other than the 
bank, ‘whereby as a ®ecessary result the 
bank was injured and defrauded as is 
charged, you would be authorized to find 
that such was his intent.“ 

The other instructions were of a forma! 
nature, bearing on the doctrine of reasonable 
doubt and the weight to be given the testi- 
mony of the various witnesses. 


Walsh Pleased; Lawyers Except. 

After it was Ul over Mr. Walsh looked re- 
lieved. He turned and smiled in a satisfied 
manner. Mr. Onahan and one or two others 
reached over and shook hands with him. Mr. 
Walsh and 2 lawyers appeared to feel that 
the e as such that the jury would have 
a hard time to find a verdict of guilty. On 
the other hand, the government lawyers were 
satisfied also. The charge was declared fair 
and impartial on all sides. 

As soon as the judge had concluded Attor- 
neys Miller and Hamill walked toward the 
bench and began to present their exceptions 
to the charge.

The jurors 
looked expectant. Finally the judge turned 
and said: 

“ Swear the bailiffs, Mr. Clerk.” : 

Clerk Buell gave the oath to Bailiffs Mar- 
salles and Northrup, who swore that they 
would allow no one to tamper with the jury. 
Then the judge said: 

Gentlemen, you may retire to consider 
your verdict.’’ 

For half an hour after the jury went out 
the majority of the big crowd hung around 
the room staring at Mr. Walsh and passing 
remarks about the charges. Mr. Walsh left 
the rooms at 3:30 o’clock. 

Then followed the long and fruitless after- 
noon and night wait for a verdict.

Springfield, III., Jan. 16.—(Special.)—A

“The program was to go back omy as far 
as last March, and I fear that time will not 
permit investigation further back than that,” 
said Chairman Hill. 

„ On behalf of the public service, whose 
welfare and efficiency we all have at heart, 
I want to say the members of the state 
board, said Miss Lathrop, will not con- 
sider that complete justice can be done in 
this inquiry unless it goes back at least two 
years.” . 

Col. John G. Oglesby was one of the specta- 
tors. Miss Lathrop’s words had special sig- 
nificance for him, serving notice on him that 
any attempt to “whitewash “ his friend, 
Taylor, at the expense of Hardt, would be 
resisted. 


Program Is Modified. 

Chairman Hill then modified the pro- 
gram” in a tentative way with the state- 
ment that “after the eleven and one-half 
months from Mareh 1 had been covered it 
would be within the discretion of any mem- 
ber of the committee to ask to have the scope 
of inquiry widened so as to include the time 
requested by the report of the state board. 

When Chairman Hill called to order the 
initial session, which was held in the appro- 
priation room at the state capitol, he said: 
“What we are steking is light. As Mise 
Lathrop is here, we would be pleased to hear 
from her.’’ 

“It is the aim of the state board of char- 
ity,”” said Miss Lathrop, “to codperate in 
every possible way with this investigating 
committee, as we take it for granted that 
the legislafors have the same purpose that 
we have to improve and uplift the public 
service for the wards of the state.

Much disappointment was shown around 
the civil service commission rooms yesterday 
when the list of eligibles for bridge tenders 
was posted.

FIGHT ON DISCRIMINATION. 


Purpose Is to Remove Cause for Com- 
plaint by Shipping Public. 


BY JOHN.CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 16.—[Special.)— 
The interstate commerce commission has be- 
gun to give attention to that feature of the 
railroad rate law prohibiting railroads from 
carrying products in which they bave any in- 
terest. 

A quiet investigation has been going on for 
some time to ascertain the extent that rall- 


loophole, to make an effort to have congress 
repeal the objectionable provision. 

At the time of ern 
rate law it was understood that 
many of the roads owned directly or indirect - 
ly coal and other mines and some of them 
even had control of industries. Naturally, 
the roade gave preference in the way of rates 
and delivery to their own products, creating 
discrim which was highly injurious to 
independent operators. Since the passage 
of the law most of the roads have sought to 
evade prohibition by transferring their in- 
terests to holding companies. 


5 Law in Case Is Specific. 


The law is specific, making it “‘ unlawful 
for any railroad to transport in interstate 
commerce “ny article or commodity other 
than timber and manufactured products 
thereof, manufactured, mined, or produced 
by it or under its authority, or which it may 
own in whole or in part, or in which it may 
have any interest, direct or indirect, except 
such articles or commodities as ma be nec- 
essary and intended for its use in the con- 
duct of its business as common carrier.“ 

There ig no penalty attached to the pro- 
vision, but it is the view of members of the 
interstate commerce commission that in case 
of violation an order could be issued infliot- 
ing salutary punishment, A second pro- 
vision of the law requires railroads.to be 
fair about furnishing switches and cars. 
Diecrimination in this respect, which is made 
the subject of complaint, must be investi- 
gated by the commission, which is authorized 
to award reasonable compensation to the 
injured parties. 


Wants Effective Enforcement. 

There is no doubt In the minds of the inter- 
state commerce commissioners that if dis- 
crimination is to be avoided it is absolutely 
necessary that these prpvisions of the law 
shall be effectively enforced. Up to this time 
the carriers have respected to a greater ex- 
tent than heretofore the principle of the 
equality of treatment in such matters as 
switching, terminal, demurrage, reconsign- 
ment, elevation, and other charges. 

The commission is anxious, however, to 
have congress go even further. It wouldlike 
laws requiring every common carrier en- 
gaged in interstate transportation of coak to 
make public the system of car distribution in 
effect upon its railway; that where the capac- 
ity of mines is the basis for distribution of 
equipment a. fair, just, and equitable rating 
of mines be required; that after a reasonable 
time all carriers engaged in interstate com- 
merce should be prohibited private cars for 
the handling of coal traffic; and that owner- 
ship, either directly or indirectly, by officers 
or employés of common carriers of any coal 
properties or any of the stock of coal compa- 
nies along the line of road by which they are 
employed be forbidden. 

It is doubtful, however, if these recommen- 
dations will be enacted, although they are 
again receiving the renewed attention of the 
president, and may be urged by him. 


Will Act on Stock Ownership. 

Senator Tillman of South Carolina induced 
the senate several days ago to adopt a reso- 
lution calling upon the interstate commerce 
commission for information as to the stock 
ownership of one road in another. ‘The com- 
mission will answer the resolution probably 
within a few weeks, delay being due to the 
difficulty of getting accurate data. 

It required investigation into the so-called 
Harriman situation to tring out the fact that 
the Union Pacific controls the Southern 
cific and San Pedro, Los Angeles and 
Lake railroad, besides steamship lines, and 
owns 17 per cent of the entire capital stock 
of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe rail- 
road company. with interests in other proper- 
ties. 

Of course the effect of this stock owner- 
ship hag been the elimination of competition. 
The interstate commerce commission holds 
that railroads should not be permitted to in- 
vest generally in the stocks, bonds, and se- 
curities of other railways and of steamship 
companies, except connecting lines, for the 
purpose of forming through routes of trans- 
portation, including branches and feeders. 
The president heartily approves of this view. 


“Wants Government Supervision. 
The house committee on interstate and for- 
eign commerce is expected within a few days 
to formulate a plan of railroad legislation 
which it will seek to have adopted. Chairman 
Hepburn has been consulting with members 
of the committee and is said to have found a 
decided sentiment in favor of government su- 
pervision over further issues of railroad se- 
curities. 
Congress is expected to adjourn the latter 
t of April or early in May, and its time will 
be pretty well taken up in disposing of the 
appropriation bills and emergency currency 
bill. For this reason it is considered ex- 
tremely doubtful that there will be any leg- 
islation of a railroad character in spite of 
what the president may do.

FLAYED BY SIMS. 


Makes Sharp Attack on Cor- 
rupt Corporations. 


TALKS TO BUSINESS MEN. 


. 


Rich Persons Who 3 Stat- 
utes, | He Says, Are Enemies 
of the Country. 


The real enemies to the business of this 
country, as he viewed them, were pointed out 
last — by United States District Attorney 
Edwin W. Sims. 

They are those, he affirmed, who would 
have the federal laws remain on the statute 
booka as a sop to the people, and yet would 
permit the rich and powerful t conduct their 
business in disregard of those Rwe. This, he 
held, is destructive of all government. 

He intimated that the disclosures of corrup- 
tion and rottenness in corporate manage- 
ment might have had something to do with 
disturbing the confidence of the people and 
interference with business during the last 
few months, 

Mr. Sims was speaking on Enforcement of 
the Federal Laws" at the fourteenth an- 
nual banquet of the South End Business 
Men's club at Hotel Florence, in Pullman. 
More than 100 of the leading citizens of the 
neighborhood were present. Commissioner 
of Public Works John J. Hanberg, President 
Edward F. Bryant’ of the Pullman bank, 
former Representative B. F. Kleeman, and 
Herman Teninga, president of the club, also 
spoke. 

Attacks on Public Officials. 

In the course of his address Mr. Sims sald: 

“If there is one thing mong than any other 
of which the American people have professed 
to be proud it is their respect for the law and 
their insistence that laws once énacted shall 
be respected by all classes. And yet we see 
men prominent in business, professional, and 
educational circles, ex-governors and corpo- 
ration attorneys heaping. abuse upon public 
officials. These officials they denounce as 
revolutionists, as destroyers of business, as 
enemies of our industrial prosperity. Those 
officials, according to to the charges of these 
prominent persons, have been pandering to 
the clamors of the mob. They have been 
seeking notoriety and political power by at- 
tempting to wage an anarchistic war on cap- 
ital. 

„When we come to analyze the baeis for 
this sweeping denunciation we find that tt is 
founded upon nothing more than the claim 
that these public officials have been earnest- 
ly, conscientiously, and successfully attempt- 
ing to enforce the federal statutes enacted for 
the control of the great corporations doing 
business in this country. And so, I say, the 
question is sharply presented today whether 
or not these laws are to be enforced, whether 
or not obedience to them is to be compelled. 

Prosecution of the Trusts. 

“In connection with the enforcement of 
the laws with reference to railroad rates 
and against monopolies, the activity of the 
executive branch of the government has been 
directed to the enforeement of the law pro- 
hibiting great combinations of capital from 
fixing and controlling prices. Under this 
law some of these combinations, like the 
school furniture trust, the drug trust, and 
the beef trust, have been successfully en- 
joined, while many suits against other com- 
binations seeking the same result now are 
pending in the courts. 

Why should not these laws be enforced 
and why should those whose only offense 
has been their enforcement be denounced ? 

Is it conceivable that any right thinking, 
high minded man can defend placing a law 
upon the statute books and then winking at 
its violation? Yet this seems to be the posi- 
tion into which those who are criticising 
the enforcement of these laws are driven. 
Congress has passed those laws in response 
to an overwhelming popular demand. The 
people believe they should be enforced. 
Even if the people did not believe in the 
enforcement of the law, should an executive 
officer, charged under his oath of office with 
the duty of compelling respect for the laws 
of the country, arrogate to himself the power 
of saying that laws properly enacted are to 
be nullified through nonenforcement?. 

It may well be asked whether it will not 
be the sdber judgment of the impartial his- 
torian of the.future when he comes to write 
the history of the last year that the so- 
called panic was brought on by the con- 
certed action of these same financial proph- 
ets, many of whom have grown powerful 
through evasion of the laws of which I have 
been speaking tonight, for the purpose of 
discrediting the efforts of those who have 
been seeking to enforce the law. 


Laws Made to Be Enforced. 


It ill becomes these men to speak of mobs 
and revolutions. It fll becomes them to heap 
abuse upon those who, instead of trying to 
ruin business, have been honestly trying to 
save the leaders of business from the effects 
of their own madness and folly. It is well 
for them to remember that sooner or later in 

this country the people rule. The popular 
will may be thwarted through trickery, 
through evasion, through technicality, 
through fraud, for a time, but in the end the 
laws are made and the laws are enforced aa 
the people—will. 

It is high time that the men who are 
railing from their offices in the so-called 
financial centers should take an excursion 
through this oe to find out what the 
seventy or more millions of people who rule 
the country, who pay the expénses of the 
administration of its govrenment, who will 
make up its armies and its navies if it needs 
them, are really thinking. It is high time 
that these men should read the history of 
this country, and of England, and of France 
a littl and looking forward into the future 
in the light of what they there read, should 
make an intelligent revision of their opinions 
as to who are the real friends of American 
‘business.’’

The measure may be prohibited from 
sage in the legislature by the rous war 
which is being waged against it By some ot 
the leading national banks within the state. 

The session of legislature which opened 
today was a special one, called for the en- 
ac@nent of a statewide primary law. The 
measure undoubtedly will pags before the 
session ends, as both factions of the repub- 
lican party are now practically agreed on 
the terms of the bill, although there are some 
differences on the minor details. The law 
to be enacted will provide for the nomina- 
tion of all state and county officers and 
members of congress and legislature. 

A lew providing a maximum passenger faré 
of 2 cents will be passed. The state is now 
enjoying a 2 cent rate under the order of the 
board of railroad commissioners, but the 
railroads are contesting the validity of the 
order in the courts. 

A maximum freight law also may be passed, 
but it is more probable a law will be enacted 


providing heavy penalties on railroads for 


their failure to obey the orders of the rail- 
road commission. commission has pre- 
pared a new schedule of freight rates which 
are about to go into effect.

INSURGENTS ARE MARCHING 
ON THE CAPITAL OF HAYTI. 


Headed by Jean*Juneau, They Already 
Have Captured Two Towns—Govern- 
ment Active in Defense.

PORT AU PRINCE, Hayti, Jan. 16.—The 
present government of Hayti is face to face 
with its first revolution. An expedition com- 
posed of Haytians who have been in exile 
has occupied Gonaives and St. Marc. The 
rebels, who are commanded by Jean Juneau, 
are now marching on Port au Prince. 

It is reported that Gen. Jadotte, comman- 
dant of the Gonaives district, has been shot 
by the insurgents, but this report lacks con- 
firmation. 

The Haytian government spatched a 
large body of troops, composed of infantry, 
cavalry, and artillery, to Archahaie, eighteen 
miles northwest of Port au Prince, under 
the command of Gen. Celestin Cyriaque, the 
minister of war, for the purpose of checking 
the further advance of the revolutionists. 
There is no excitement in this city, however. 

President Nord has determined upon the 
most vigorous measures, and if the move- 
ment does not spread to other towns it is 
believed that he will be able to suppress it.

Hambourg fulfilled an engagement before 
the Philharmonic society. There was such 
immense enthusiasm that he deduced there 
were many revolutionists present, who paid 
him by giving him an ovation.

MOORS BEATEN BY FRENCH

TANGIER, Jan. 16.—News has been re- 
ceived of a terrible ten hours’ engagement 
in a ravine near Settat yesterday between 
a French column ynder the command of Gen.

Hafid's forces. 

The French gained a victory in the face of 
heavy odds, succeeding in dispersing the 
occupying Settat.

Heated Notes from Grandniece 


-Indorsed and Held by 
Millionaire. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. } ° 
Clinton, III., Jan. 16.—[Special.]J—One.small 
glance into the life and thoughts of the late 
Millionaire Thomas Snell was revealed to the 
public during the hearing of the will case 
today. This glance was afforded by the in- 
troduction of some ot ninety-nine letters, 


the part of the correspondence between the 


man and his grandniece, Mrs. Mabel Snell 
Merten. which has deen found by compost 
The letters introduced 1 dirk Ad pen- 
ciled on-a poor quality of paper, show that 
the old man’s ability to love was only 
equaled by his ability to hate—an ability 
which was brougtit out even in these mis- 
sives of love. The letters were declared by 
counsel for the plaintiffs to be only a gmall 
portion of some 2,000 notes written by the ec- 
centric millionaire in his ten years’ corre- 
spondence with the grandniece. They were, 
so the plaintiff's counsel declared, the 
"milder" of the long séries, Mrs. McNa- 
mara having destroyed the others to prevent 
their falling into other hands. 
Along with these letters to Mrs. McNa- 
there were introduced to the lawyers 
for both sides some of the answers which 
the woman sent back, and, alorgside of 
these missives, the man’s writings are said 
to show up as tame. To say that the wom- 
an's letters are naughty does not halt 
describe them, according to the lawyers who 
studied their contents. They had expected 
the letters would be masterpieces in ex- 
pression of love sentiments, but the high 
temperatures reached by the writer appeared 
as a shock, even to the counsel. 


Indorses the “‘Heated’’ Letters. 
But if the old man could not write as im- 
sioned letters as his younger corre- 
— he could at least appreciate the 
productions of her pen; because across the 
backs of many of the more heated letters 
were such indorsements as these: 
This is the finest of them all.“ 

I must read this one over again, it is so 

* Nobody ever received a aner letter than 
this one.“ 

Attorney Sweeney insists these remarks 
were written there by Col. Snell that he 
might be guided in his efforts to while away 
long days by reading and rereading these 
letters. 

On occasiohs, says the attorney, Col. Snell 
became a raving maniac and for no other 
reason than that he was under the spell of 
the old letters. 

That the grandniece was in the custom of 
answering the old man’s gifts of money by 
offerings of love was indicated by one let- 
ter which the lawyers allowed to get before 
the public in part. Col. Snell had written 
agreeing to serid.the woman a costly gift. 
Mrs. McNamara’s reply to this letter was 
begun in this manner: 

% My Darling Sweetheart: I do love you, I 
love only you alone, and I.can hardly express 
my appreciation of the thoughtful-——”’ 

Another letter, over which the strict cen- 
sorshin was allowed to slip for a moment, 
tells of Col. Snell's intense hatred: for his son 
Richard, whom he cut off with an annuity of 
only $50. In this note. written to Mrs. Mo- 
Namara, then Miss Zr ell, he says: 

“Of course I am not speaking to Dick or his 


wife any more. I have nothing to do with them. 
He seems afraid of his wife.” 


All Will Be Read: Today. 

Although it is known that the contents of 
all of these letters must be read openly in 
court tomorrow morning, Judge Cochran and 
the lawyers made every effort to keep their 
contents from becoming public today when 
they were exposed for purpose of identifica- 
tion in the court room. 

Upon their introduction today each letter 
was passed up to John L. Cheney, cashier of 
the First National bank of Fort Dodge, who, 
through business transactions with Mrs. Mc- 
Namara, had become famfliar with her writ- 
ing as well as that of Col. Snell. 

* Yes, that is Mrs. McNamara’s writing.“ 
was his invariable answer as each of the 
notes were handed to him for the purpose of 
identification. 

“Is there anybody else’s writing on that 
envelope?” he often was asked. 

es,“ was the usual reply, there are 
several lines by Col, Snell.’ 

These lines referred to in the last answer 
were the indorsenients put upon the backs 
of the letters or on the envelopes showing 
Col. Snell's desire for ready reference to the 
more heated notes. 

Light on Southern Trip. 

An interesting story of Col. Snell’s trip to 
the south with Maybell about two years 
ago is contained in-the pile of letters. Many 
of them dated from St. Augustine, Jack- 
sonville, Athanta, and other southern cities. 

One bulky letter of instructions to his ten- 
ants on the De Witt county farm was sent 
by Col. Snell from a hotel in Atlanta. This 
letter, as were all of these business letters, 
had been addressed in the bold hand of Mrs. 
McNamara. The contents of the letter, how- 
ever, had been scrawléd in pencil by Col. 
Snell himself. 

The first exhibit to be marked during the 
morning was a large photograph showing 
Col. Snell driving an antiquated ox cart. 
which held Mrs. McNamara and her mother. 
The old soldier is shown stiffly holding the 


„ lines as he poses for his picture, while his 


eyes are pointed toward the object of his 
affections in the cart.

|TAPT BEFORE THE SENATE. | 


Tells Committee Work Should Be Fin-

of the Isthmian canal commission, indorsed 
by Secretary Taft, increasing the width of 
the locks of the canal from 100 to 110 feet. 


The president simply approves the recom- | 


mendatſon, but makes no comment thereom 

The action of the commission in recom- 
mending the widening of the locks is in order 
to meet requirements of the navy that rea- 
sonably can be expected in the near future. 

The general board of the navy in a mef- 
orandum to the secretary of the navy dated 
Oct. 29 last, presented the opinion “ that tlie 


width of the locks as now fixed—namiely: 100 


feet—is insufficient.for probable ships of fu- 
ture construction and that sound policy 
would dictate an increase. to a clear. width of 
110 feet.” The commission feels it should be 
guided by the wishes of the navy. 

In a memorandum to Secretary Taft, the 
commission says the cost of all the locks at 


100 feet wide is estimated at $52,580,011, While 


a width of 110 feet will cost $57,690,850, “ a 
difference too small to be, considered, as- 
suming the necessity for the — 
be as stated by the navy.“ 

The locks are to be 1,000 feet inlength.. 

‘Becretary Taft appeared before the senate 
committee on interoceanic canals today and 
gave that committee information concerning 
the project and offered suggestions for legis- 


lation, 


He gave a complete review of the conditions 
at the canal site and quoted information he 
had received from various officials connected 
with the work. He expressed the opinion 
that the canal should be completed within six 
years from next July and-that ite ultimate 
cost would be approximately $300,000,000, in- 
cluding the purchase price.

The tax on the emergency issues will not, it 
is believed, be placed higher than 6 per cent, 
which the bill now provides. 

Senator Dolliver probably will offer an 
amendment in opposition to the railroad bond 
feature of the bill, and it may possibly call 
for the entire elimination of such securities. 
Senator Bailey no doubt will support him in 
such a project, as he does not hesitate to let 
it be known that he is not in favor of rail- 
roads being allowed to file their bonds with 
the government as security for currency 
issues, Owing to. their tendency to fluctuate. 

There is thought to be enough opposition 
in the committee, however, to defeat such an 
amendment.

Speaker Shurtleff Relievet Mind. 


In the morning session Speaker Shurtleff 
found an opportunity to express himself on 
the subject of primary legislation, a resolu- 
tion having been introduced by Representa- 
tive McReynolds to instruct the house com- 
mittee to stick to the original Oglesby bill.

Democratic Substitutes Voted 
Down After a Deluge 
of Oratory. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, III., Jan. 16—[Special.]—There 
was much oratory over the reports of the 
canal investigating committee in the house 
today, but the canal commissioners escaped 
acorching. At the evening session, by a vote 
of 27 to 56, the members refused to substi- 
tute the Hearn democratic report for the ro- 
publican majority report, and by a vote of 
% ‘to 88 they refused to accept the 
democratic report. ‘ 

Commissioners William Sackett and 
ence E. Snively sat in the shadows of a court 
order as the last storm of oratory passed 
over the house, and when it was over they 
stepped forth as men relieved of responsi- 
bility. They had not been condemned and 
they had not been cénsured for their acts 
in turning over to the Economy Light and 
Power company the leases and privileges 
at Dresden Heights. 

The house adopted the republican report, 
signed by Representatives Flanagan, Church 
and Gillespie, in which the commissioners 
are held responsible for nothing more than 
not foreseeing that the Desplaines river 
would be invaluable to the state when it en- 
deavored to build a deep waterway and to 
develop water power. 


Two Personal Defenses Made. 

They are not blamed for not foreseeing 
this. Two personal defenses werd made, 
one by Representative Chiperfield for Com- 
missioner Snively, and for Commissioner 
Sackett by Representative Brown, therepre- 
sentatives being neighbors of the commis- 
sioners. 

Attacks on the commission were made by 
Representatives Egan and Manny. The lat- 
ter declared that a man like Commissioner 
Sackett, who had been on the canal cOmmis- 
sion for twenty years, and who was £0 abso- 
lutely ignorant of the uses to which the 
Desplaines river might be put by the state, 
should be discharged for incompetency. 

The question was raised that the evidence 
unearthed by the investigation did not war- 
rant even a censure of the commissioners, 
and to this Mr. Egan replied: “The eyi- 
dence shows that they advertised the sixteen 
acres for sale at auction and that they post- 
poned the sale because, asAhey said, they 
had learned there might be other bidders. 

Then they make a twenty year lease 
on the land to one of the men interested 
in buying the land, and a month later sell 
it- subject to this lease, which had made it 
useless to an else than the man to 
which they had been dealing at first. 

J don’t say they were dishonest, but I 
say that they were incompetent, and that 
this house should recommend that they be 
discharged.“ 


Four Republicans Vote for Substitute. 

Only four republicans voted for the adop- 
tion of the Egan substitute report, they 
being Representatives Hull, McRoberts, 
Ton, and Zinger. The majority report was 
adopted by a viva voce vote and the canal 
investigation was ended except as the evi- 
dence which it developed may be of service 
in the suits against the Economy Light and 
Power company. 

Senator Putnam of Peoria introduced a bill 
in the senate during the day to provide for 
the improvement of dock facilities in the 
main channel of the Chicago sanitary dis- 
trict.

The 
slightest breach “may widen greatly iu 
that time. There is good reason, there- 
fore, why English pollticians would 
breathe more freely if they could escape 
from the unpleasant situation by a modi- 
fication of a treaty made without consid- 
eration of the possibility of friction be- 
tween Japan and the United States. 


SURPRISING DELAYS. 
Last Monday a writ of habeas corpus 


was issued in behalf of John A. Cooke. 


It has not yet been determined whether 
he is unlawfully deprived of his liberty, 
nor will it be determined for several days. 
Such dilatoriness where “the great writ 
of liberty” has been invoked is unusual. 
Both parties concerned—Oooke and the 
state—are entitied to a speedy hearing 
and decision. If Cooke is not unlawfully 
restrained he should be freed without de- 
lay from his state of agonized suspense. 
If he is lawfully held he should be sent 
to the penitentiary forthwith to begin 
paying the penalty for his offenses. 

Where the liberty of a citizen is at is- 
sue no trifling question should be per- 
mitted to intervene. Yet the considera- 
tion of the Cooke habeas corpus case was 
suspended for an entire afternoon so that 
a petty personal injury suit might be pro- 
ceeded with. That matter should have 
been postponed until a question of high 
privilege had been disposed of. 

Since it must be the wish of Oooke's 
lawyers to have him liberated as speed- 
idly as possible, it is astonishing that one 
of them at least should have spent much 
valuable time in reviewing the criminal 
jurisprudence of the world. The laws of 
Moses or of Athens have nothing to do 
with the case on hearing. If it were not 
for the fact that Illinois judges are no- 
toriously averse to making counsel stick 
to the point In their arguments, the impa- 
tient presiding judge might have told the 


lawyer to cut out all irrelevant stuff and 


address his argument to the legal ques- 
tions involved. Most of those questions, 
it may be observed, have been disposed 
of already by the state Supreme court. 

If the presiding Judge cannot check the 
garrulity_of lawyers who almost seem to 
be talking against time to keep their 
client in suspense as long as possible, he 
can at least dispose of the matter quickly 
as soon as the flood of talk is over. It 
might wear on the nerves of Mr. Cooke, 
who gays be is an innocent man, if the 
judge were to take the case “ under ad- 
visement” and brood over it for many 
days. : 

The venerable writ of habeas corpus 
would fall into disrepute if an innocent 
man had to wait an intolerably long time 
to be liberated by it, or if it were used 
to keep a guilty man out of the peniten- 
tiary where he belonged. 


THE DISINGENUOUS LEGISLATURE. 

The injunction to “avoid the appear- 
ance of evil” has been observed too liter- 
ally by the men responsible for legislation 
at Springfield. It should have been con- 
strued in connection with the declaration 
that men shall be known by their deeds. 

It does not avail the general assembly 
that roll éalis should show the members 
voting for direct primary bills when the 
statute books cannot show me law which 
resulted therefrom. 

The failure of direct primary legislation 
now is a question between the legislators 
and their constituents. Hope of securing 
it has been abandoned by its friends in 
the general assembly, The legislature is 
obeying the politician. 

In handing the state a corrected version 
of the-invalid primary law of 1906 the 
legislature will confess the unwillingness 
of the political managers to allow the 
people any greater control of their nom- 
mations than that absolutely necessary 
to quiet them. 

To have. ignored the demand of tive 
voters altogether would have been alto- 
gether unsafe, and the legislature plans 
to compromise. It is not an edifying 
spectacle. It bas not been a wise per- 
formance, In fills no mind with admira- 
tion for legislative courage, tact, or dl- 
plomacy. 

An opportunity to correct .the law of 
1906 was presented when the legislature 
met Oct. 8, a few days after the Su- 
preme court had declared it invalid.“ If 
the legislature had been sincere it could 
have shown its sincerity. by moving at 
once to correct the defects. 

No such course was pursued; and the 
only reason the state now has any chance 
of securing any sort of primary lezisla- 
tion is becausesthe legislative managers, 
particularly in the senate, were engulfed 
in their own blunders and attempts at 
evasion. 

What logically could have been done in 
October now is being done illogically in 
January. For any primary legislation 
Which the state can secure it must feel 
thankful. If any sort of a primary bill 
be passed it will be better than none. 
The responsi¥ility for the kind can be 
settled later. 

The act of 1906 was a law not without 
its merits. Its reénactment at least will 
give the people what they had before the 
Supreme court acted, although it with- 
holds from them the fuller degree of. par- 
ticipation In nominations with which the 
legislature has teased them for three 
months. :

Cubans are not cheering themselves 


nouncement that they are to have a gov- 
ernment of their own by Feb. 1, 1909.

The prince’s parents—namely: Eulalie and 
her husband, Anthony of Orleans, duke of, 
Galllera—-have been separated for the last 
eight years, living in different houses, both 
in Paris and in Madrid, and while many’ 
were inclined to ascribe the causes of the. 
separation to Eulalie’s fondness for flirta- 
tions and exceedingly rapid mode of life, 
matters assumed a different appearance 
when the violent assault made in the Rue de 
la Paix at Paris upon Prince Anthony by a: 
woman whom he had ceased to admire called 
attention to the fact that the fault was with 
the hus d rather than the wite. 

_ > 

Prince Anthony is enormously rich and 
his two boys will at his death be extremely | 
wealthy. His riches come to him partly’ 
through hig father, the late duc dé Mont- 
pensier, and partly from the old ducheBs ot 
Gallera. 

The late duc de Montpensier had. married 
the younger sister of Queen Isabella, was 
extremely miserly, and amassed a colossal: 
fortune, which at his death was divided be- 
tween: his daughter, the comtesse de Paris; 
her youngest son, Ferdinand, who inherited 
also his title of duc de Montpensier, and 
Prince Anthony. 

The duchess of Galliera was in no way. 
related to the Orleans family and her be- 
quest of a fortune amounting to some $20,- 
000,000 or $30,000,000 to Anthony of Orleans 
was due to a combination of circumstances’ 
which savors of romance. 

— 

The Galliera fortune was founded by the 
old Genoese banker, Ferrari. The latter was: 
a miser, of eccentric character, who, in ac-. 
cordance with the traditional tastes of 
Harpagon,“ found his principal pleasure.. 
in gloating over his huge hoards. 

On one occasion he inadvertently closed 
upon himself the door of the great strong 
room in the vaults of his bank and to which 
no one but himself ever had access. ra 
week he was sought high and low, without 
avail, until some of his clerks bethought 
themselves of the strong room, and on its 
being burst open he was found dead of 
starvation among all his hoards of bonds 
and of bullion. 

His son increased the great paternal for- 
tune by means of various South American 
enterprises and, Italian railroad contracts. 
and, marrying a members of the ancient 
patrician house of Brignole-Sale of Genoa. 
so intimately associated with the Italian 
career of the painter Van Dyck, and received 
from the Italian crown the titles of duke of 
Galliera and prince of Lucedio. 

-— 

The couple had two sons, one of whom pro- 
deceased his father, while the other, Emilio. 
by name, became a convert to socialist doc- 
trines, quarreled with his father on this ac- 
count, declined to aceept any money from*} 
him, Uving in a single furnished room in the 
Quartier Latin, in Paris, and maintainin 
himself by means of teaching and journ 
ism. For a time he was connected with the | 
Revue Bleue. 

When his father died he declined to ac- 
cept either his princely or ducal title, and 
though he became reconciled after a fashion 
with his mother,iyet he would not permit her 
to leave him anything more than an annu- 
ity of $3,000 on her demise in 1888, whereupon 
he left Paris, acquired Austrian citizenship, 
and has vanished from view. 

“ > 

The duke of Galllera left everything to his 
Widow. She knew that he was rich, but 
never had any idea of the extent of his. 
wealth until after his demise. A few hours 
before he expired he handed his wife a key, 
telling her that it gave access to his private 
library, to which no one, not even she, ever. 
had been admitted. After his funeral she 
entered it. She found some 300 leather 
bound volumes on shelves. 

Mach volume was fastened with a gold 
clasp, and each volume contained 1,000 pages, 
every page being a 1,000 franc French govern- 
ment bond. That ig to say, each one of the 
300 volumes represented 1,000,000 francs‘ the 
total amounting therefore to near $60,000,000, 
which by no means formed the sum total 
of the Galliera fortune. 

The widowed duchess during the remainder 
of her life distributed money literally with 
both hands. She gave $10,000,000 in one 
lump to her native city of Genoa towards the 
reconstruction of the port, besides endowing 
and founding may hundreds of charitable in-. 
stitutions there and elsewhere in Italy, as 
also in France, while her contribution to the 
Peter Pence fund on the occasion of Leo 
XIII.'e jubilee consisted of 51, 000, 000.

She was fond of the house of Orleans, ow- 
ing to the fact, probably, that her father, 
the marqyis of Brignole-Gale, had been Sar- 
dinian envoy at the court of the Tuileries 
during the early. days of King Louis 
Philippe’s reign. Indeed, she placed at the 
disposal of the comte de Paris, for use as 
his Parisian residence, the greater part of 
her superb mansion, or, rather, palace, in 
the Rue de Varenne, which previously had 
belonged to Mme. Adelaide, sister of King 
Louis Philippe, and before that to the 
duchess of Bourbon and to her son, the ill 
fated duc d’Eaghien. 

The Duchess Galliera frequently pro- 
claimed her intention of bequeathing to the’ 
comte de Paris and to his children, not only 
the palace, but likewise her superb jewels 
and her fortune. She only stipulated that 
the mansion in the Rue de Varenné, in which 
she had retained but a small apartment for 
her own use, should not be made the scene 
of any political manifestations against the 
republic as long as she lived, being kindly 
disposed towards the present French govern- 
ment.

The comte de Paris, in spite. of: this, wad’ 
foolish enough to allow the grand reception 
which he gave there on the occasion of his 
daughter Amelie’s betrothal to the then 
crown prince of Portugal, to develop into a 
full fledged royalist manifestation of such 
a character, and so distinctly hostile to the 
republic, that the government felt itself im- 
mediately compelled to exile the pretender: 
The duchess of Galliera was so angry at 

| what she considered to be this gross abuse 
of her hospitality that she requested the 
comte de Paris’ family to clear out their. 
belongings from her house, and altered her | 
will. She bequeathed the mansion in the Rue 
de Varenne to the emperor of Austria, for 
use as his embassy on the banks of the Seine: | 
Her jewels and a large portion of her for- 
tune went to the widowed Empress Fred-

ARCHBISHOP PROMISES AID 
IN ENFORCING TRUANCY RULE. : 


President Schneider of School Board 
Calls Upon Quigley, and Church and 
wisi: Will Co-operate. 


President Schneider of the board of edu- 
cation called on Archbishop Quigiey yester- 
day and conferred with him on the proposed 
cooperation between the school board and 
other educational bodies that have charge 
of school children in the matter of compul- 
sory education. . 

Archbishop Quigley 8 himself as 
of President 
Schneider and said he would be glad to co- 
operate with the board of education. 

President Schneider nala during the day 
he would present a resolution at the next 
meeting of the school management commit- 
tee authorizing the employment of ten more 
truant officers. 

Mr. Schneider said there are 82,517 pupils 
in the Catholic schools of the city, 1,881 
pupils in the Hebrew and private schools, and 
6,109 pupils in the Protestant church schools. 
The number of truants in these schools, he 
said, is about the same proportionately as 
in the public schoois, which had 268,361 


pupils. 

CONGRESSMAN FOWLER’S LETTER. 
Congressman C. N. Fowler, chairman of 

the committee on banking and. currency, is 

sending the folowing letter to bankers of the 


country: ' 


** While we are trying to think ourselves out 
of our deplorable currency condition it seems 
as though we ought to take some note of the 
observations and conclusions of the leading 
economic authorities of the world and of 
what they are thinking and saying about us. 

Paul Leroy-Beaulieu, the leading eco- 
nomic authority of France, has this to say in 
the New York Evening Post of Dec, 31, 1907, 
in its annual financial review: 

It is true the American monetary. system 
cannot stand on its feet. Something. of 
course, must be done, and I hold to President 
Cleveland’s principle that the United States | 
must work out the separation of bank and 
state. But any immediate action in this mat- 
ter is difficult, if only for the reason that the 
public funds used by the national banks 
could hardly be capitalized elsewhere at any 
thing like a 2 per cent rate. In this connec- 
tion I have been surprised to learn of a pos- 
sible future loophole to permit. the national 
banks to issue bills against other than gov- 
ernment funds. It seems to me that this 
would remove the nec Hmits which the 
possession of government funds established: 
if railway or even municipal funds, for ex- 
ample, should possibly take their place it 
might lead to dangerous inflation.’ 

“In the London Economist the following 
recently appeared: 

How and when the American coach will 
be pulled out of the mire in which it has been 
sticking for the last eight weeks is a problem 
that becomes more pressing every day. The 
present situation is a peril to flnanclal and 
commerolal interests all the world over. The 
best that can be said is that the realities are 
beginning to be appreciated on the other side 
of the Atlantic. A great part of the 
American currency is inconvertible. The is- 
sues of bank notes in the United States are 
not based upon sound principles, The 80- 
called security of bond deposits is no proper 
seourity at all. It is a device which originated 
in a desire to give an artificially high value 
to the government's debt and enable it to 
borrow cheaply. The American people are 
saddied with an unsound currency because

NEWS OF THE THEATERS. 


Hesrmann Quartet. Concert. 

The ‘Hugo Heermann Quartet devoted its 
last chamber music concert of the present 
season, given last evening in Music hall, to 
the presentment of three works by Beethoven. 


„The Serenade opus 8 for violin, viola, and 


‘cello headed the program, then came the 
Quartet op. 74 in E flat, and as close was 
given the Trio op. 97 for. piano, violin, and 
‘cello. The Serenade I did not hear, but the 
performance is said to have been one of 
emoothness, fine interpretative spirit, and 
excellent technical nian. 

The Quartet is one of the less interesting of 
the Beethoven creations, and last évening its 
presentment was not up to the best the 
Heermann Quartet has done. The slower por- 
tions were played with tonal beauty and con- 
siderable finish, and of course with good 


musical understanding, but the more rapid 


sections—parts of the first allegro, and par- 
ticularly the presto and the faster of the 
variations—were unclear and rough.

It was the Trio which offered the keen en- 
joyment of the evening. It brought forward 
Mr. Hugo Heermann, Mr. Steindel, and, as a 
newcomer, Ferdinand Steindel, a young 
nephew of the 'cellist, and who has but re- 
cently come to Chicago to live. It was the 
oft repeated case of youth taking its elders 
and, dominating them. Not that the young 
pianist let his instrument overpower or in- 
terfere with thos@of his associates,. He kept 
all in good proportion even despite the fact 
that his concert grand was played ante raised 
lid, but he brought so much of youthful spirit, 
enthusiasm, and glow to his work that he 
seemed fairly to radiate life and animation, 
and instead of being only an integral third of 
the performance, he became by sheer force 
of dominating personality the leading and 
controlling factor in all that was done. 

The full musical stature of the young man 
cannot of courge be estimated just from hear - 
ing him in a Beethoyen Trio, but so far as 
could be judged last evening there evidently 
has come to Chicago in this young German 
a pianistic talent of high order, amd the ob- 
serving of him in more individual work will 
be awaited with interest.

AIMS AT THE RACETRACKS. 


Executive Declares Wagering Is a 
Menace to the Community. 


Albany, N. Y., Jan. 16.—Gov. Hughes 
made an appeal today to a large gather- 
ing of the farmers who are here to attend 
the annual meetings of the county and 
town agricultural societies for support in 
his effort to abolish racetrack gambling 
in this state. He pointed out that, while 
the constitution specifically directs the legis- 
lature to enact appropriate laws to prevent 
gambling, so far as racetracks were con- 
cerned, this plain mandate of the people in 
their fundamental law had been ignored 
and betrayed.” 

The governor declared that “ everybody 
respects and ebeys the law he likes,“ but, he 
said: The test of respect for law is where 
the law is obeyed and upheld in its majesty 
even though ft hurts. And we can't afford in 
this country and in this state to have a con- 
stitctional provision, which is the funda- 
mental law of the land, ignored and be- 
trayed. 


I may add that we are dealing with a mat- 


ter which is a serious menace to the morals of 
the community. My mail is burdened with 
letters from fathers and mothers, from employers, 
from those who come in close contact with the 
demoralization that is spread through the encour- 
agement of the gambling instinct—not with refer- 
ence to matters that are beyond the public ken, 
not susceptible of proof and impossible of change 
on account of human nature, but because of things 
that are encouraged, and made possible by the 
direct action of the state in contravention of the 
spirit of the constitutional provision. 

Gov. Hughes addressed himeelf particularly to 
farmers, because a large percentage of the money 
received by the state from the racetracks is 
handed over to the state and county fair agsocia- 
tions for the promotion of their exhibitions. This 
application of funds, the governor argued, should 
not be accepted as a bribe to induce tolerance of an 
admitted evil. He argued that the needs of the 
agricultural societies should be met by the state 
in a manly fashion and not at the cost of re- 
spect for our law and demoralization of your 
youths.’’ 

When the county and town agricultural socie- 
ties went into session this afternoon, it was ex- 
pected there would be a debate, if not definite 
action, on the subject. It was never reached. 
After some routine business a sudden motion to 
adjourn was carried with a shout. 

At the morning session of the town societies a
